ORDERS wm DIRECTIONS 


Agreed upon by 


His Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace 


Of the UNIVERSITY and CITY of OXFORD, 


At the General Seſſions of the Peace and Goal Delivery held for the ſaid City, On Thurſday next after Eaſter, in the 
1671 Three and twentieth Tear of His Majeſties Reign ; for the Prevention of the Danger of FIRE. 


I. HAT no Houſes or Out-houſes be Thatched, but covered with Tile or Slats. 
IT. That no Hay-Reck or Wood-Pile, or Stack of Faggots, or other Combuſtible Matter, be 
ſet up within the City, or permitted to be there, unleſs Houſed. 

HIT. That no Chandlers Melting-Houſe be permitted to be within the City. 

IV. That all Pariſhes provide and hang up in their reſpe&ive Churches, one Ladder of thirty Rounds at 
leaſt, and two Dozen of Buckets ; and that the Clerk or Sexton, upon the Warning given of a Fire by the 
Jangling of the Bells at Carfax, bring the ſaid Ladders and Buckets to the place where the Fire is: And 
that the Church-wardens and Over-ſeers of the Poor, atevery Seflions of the Peace, give notice of the good 
repair of the ſaid LAder and number of Buckets : As alſo when they pals their Yearly Accompts, | 

V. Thatevery Tavern,and alſo the Grey-Hound Inn, the Angel, the Mitre,the Bear,the Crown,the Kings-Head, 
Croſs-Inn, the Star, the Blew-Boar, the Katherine-Wheel, the Dolphin, the Kings-Arms, the Three-Cups, the 
Crofſs-Feys, the Roe-Buck, the George, provide fix Buckets for each Houſe ; and thar all other Inns provide 
three : Thatall common Brewers of Beer and Ale do each of them provide ſix Buckets : That every Ale- 
houſe and Vi&ualing-houſe keep and have one Bucket; and at the renewing of his Licence produce his Buc- 
ket, with his Name ſtampt upon it. All which Buckets are to be brought forth into the Street on.cry of 
Fire in any part of the City or Suburbs. And it is defired, That Mr. Vice-Chancellor, and the Gover- 
nors of the Univerſity, take an effeual courſe with their Body for fit Remedies for the preventing of Fire. 
And that Mr, Major, Aldermen, Thirteen, Bailyffs, and Common-councel, take ſome effeRual courſe, that 
all able Citizens provide and keep ſuch number of Buckets as ſhall be proportionable. 

VI. That in caſe Fire happen in the Night time, all Perſons hang out Lights at their Doors, 

VII. That in caſe of Fire, all Perſons ſet Veſſels full of Water before their Doors. 

VIII. That no Perſon lay Pitch, Wax, Tallow, Faggots, Billet, Char-coal, or other combuſtible Matter, 
in any Cellar that hath Lights or Windows near the Street. 

IX. That no Perſon fire any Fire-works within the City or Suburbs. 

X. That no Perſon have or keep any Gun-powder, without notice given thereof, and the place where it 
is lodged, to the Vice-Chancellor or Major. And that the Poſſeſſor of the ſaid Gun-powder make entry 
thereof in the City Book. 

XI. That all Perſons provide a ſecure Place in their Dwelling (not under or near a Stare-Caſe) to lay their 
Aſhes or Embers, and from time togime quench the ſaid Aſhes each Night. 

NI. Thatall Carpenters and Maſons, in caſe of F =, _ to the Magiſtrates with the Inſtruments of 


their Trades uſeful in ſuch a caſe. 


AII Perſons offending in the Premiſes, or in any part of them , ſhall be Iook'd upon as Enemies of the 
Publich Safety of the Univerſity and City, and be proceeded againſt with the utmoſt Severity that 


the Law direfts.
